— E x e c u t i v e Put Questions to 
the Kansas Cityans for 
One Solid Hour. 


Kansas City, Mo., July ?,-)—inter­ 
viewed hundreds of times by news 
writers, Ii. A. Long has just under­ 
gone the unusual experience uf being 
interviewed by the president of the 
I iii ted States, says Sunday’s Kansas 
City Journal. 
With C. S. Kslth and 
I John B. White, Mr. I-ong was invited 
to go to Washington last Wednesday 
to appear before the president, the 
executive being bent upon learning 
real conditions, to further the move­ 
ment of his anti-trust hills. Mr. Long 
returned to Kansas City Satin day. 
“He is an easier interviewer than 
some of you newspaper men,” said 
Mr. Long laughingly. “We were with 
him 
an 
hour, 
from noon until I 
o’clock.” 
“The hardest part of an interview,” 
AI r. Long was reminded, “is always 
the opening. 
How did you and the 
president get started?” 
“ He did it so easily that he had us 
; tarted before we knew it. 
Senator 
Stone took us to the executive office. 
A e found President Wilson seated at 
ids desk. 
, 
“ ‘Here,’ said Senator Stone, ‘are 
these three gentlemen, Mr. President, 
^presenting some of the largest in­ 
terests we have in our st atte of Mis­ 
souri.’ 
“ I am not afraid to meet the large 
i.unrests,’ the president said amiably, 
i t the same time smiling and direct­ 
ing us to seats. We had been named 
lo him, of course. 
He remained at 
bis desk, swinging around until he 
was facing toward the left. 
He did 
not leave his chair once during the 
sixty minutes we were being inter­ 
viewed. * Dressed in white from col-' 
ar and tie to shoes and strings, he 
looked decidedly human. 
‘ Engaging in the interview just as 
any neighbor would do if interested in 
> common subject, he had us at our 
• ase from the start. 
His interroga­ 
tions called for extended replies. The 
ii frequency with which he interrupt­ 
ed showed his entire familiarity with 
the general topic and made us realize 
that what he wanted to know was 
local particulars. His comments were 
yt calculated to awe us. 
On the 
other hand, they astonished us, if at 
all, by their simplicity. 
President of 
almost 100,000.000 people, 
with 
an 
army in the field prepared for most 
prions eventualities, with home af- 
airs 
of 
the 
greatest 
magnitude, 
'resident Wilson showed by his be­ 
havior during that interview that he 
was attending to all his irons in the 
Un with the same care and watch- 
.illness that only a competent man 
could do. 
“ He did nothing to impress us with 
‘he 
importance 
of 
the office, but 
'verything, involuntarily, to impress 
is with the fact that he is fulfilling 
‘he duties of it without either impet- 
losity, time-losing haste or neglect. 
I may not reveal, for obvious reasons, 
what transpired during the interview. 
That is for tile president to do, but 
I will he permitted to say that as an 
nterviewer the president 
is 
excep­ 
tional. 
He got, at the bottom of his 
quest so far as lie could get through 
ihe medium of Mr. White, Mr. Keitli 
and myself.” 
“Next to starting an interview, the 
ending of it is a w k w a rd , Mr. Long, 
it was suggested. 
“I was wondering how he would 
get out,” Mr. Long said in rejoinder, 
“but the president proved to be as 
••lever at that as he was at inter­ 
viewing. In swinging his chair around 
to face us, he had turned his right 
shoulder to the door communicating 
with the office of his secretary. Atter 
we had been in the executive office 
for. say, thirty minutes, the secre­ 
tary came in and laid some papers on 
the president’s desk. 
No attention 
was paid to this movement by Presi­ 
dent Wilson. In fifteen minutes more
